MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 21—Gov. 
Fuller Warren, in a surprise meet- 
ing. with the Greater Miami 
Crime Commission here yester- 
day, discussed suspension of Sher- 
iff James (Smiling Jimmy) Sul- 
livan, but failed to act when the 
commission declined to accept re- 
sponsibility for naming a succes- 
sor. 

The Governor flew here from 
Tallahassee yesterday, scheduled 
the meeting quickly, started by 
telling the commission he had no 
authority to remove a sheriff but 
did have power of suspension sub- 
ject to approval of the State Sen- 


ate. 
. that 


The Governor 
Daniel P. Sullivan, operating di- 
rector of the Crime Commission, 
might take the position but the 
director said he was “not inter- 
ested in public office.” 

Impression Left by Governor. 

The Governor left the impres- 
sion that he was seriously con- 
sidering the removal of Sheriff 
Sullivan, but he took no action 
at the meeting. 

“I just can't suspend a sheriff. 
I have to appoint another. Would 
you consider the job?” the Gov- 
ernor asked. 

Immediately after the public 
meeting, the Governor went into 

rivate session with Daniel Sul- 

van and Jack R. Younger, com- 
mission president. After the brief 
meeting, Commission Director 
Sullivan said the Governor gave 
every indication he was willing 
to co-operate in eradicating gam- 
bling and mob infiltration in 
south Florida. 

It was late in the public meet- 
ing that Warren—who up until 
then had indicated he did not de- 
sire to remove Sheriff Sullivan— 
asked if the commission thought 
his suspension would clean up the 
crime situation here. The com- 
mission replied it thought the 
suspension would help. 

Says He Is Ready to Act. 

The Governor said he had been 
80 during his term that he 
had not had time to turn full at- 
tention to reports and letters sent 
him by the Crime Commission. 
He said flatly he was ready to 
act now. 

4 That i why I am in Miami to- 
ay—and for no other reason,” 
he declared. 

Warren told the commission 
heads he has been against lax law 
enforcement for years. He point- 
ed out he had issued a directive 
shortly after taking office to the 
state beverage department in- 
structing it to stop slot machine 
operations in the state. 

The Governor did not say why 
he did not include other types of 
gambling in his directive. 

Pictures ‘Tremendous Progress.’ 

Warren expressed the opinion 
that “tremendous progress had 
been made in Florida in law en- 
forcements” and read Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation crime sur- 
vey reports that showed less crime 
in the state for 1949 over 1948. 

“I will not be satisfied until 
crime is cleaned: up in the state,” 
he said. 

The Governor said he came to 
Miami to have a “frank and 
friendly” discussion with the 
Crime Commission. He requested 
the Crime Commission to give him 
all “information and suggestions” 
it could furnish him. 

Younger told the Governor. the 
commission has been trying to tell 
him for more than a year about 
what is going on in south Florida. 
He said the commission had writ- 
ten several letters to him. . 

“You didn’t even have the 
courtesy to reply,” Younger said. 

The Governor apologized, and 
said he had been busy on other 
matters. 

Tells of Rumors. 

Younger said there had been 
rumors linking the Governor’s of- 
fice with the attempts by out-of- 
state mobs to take over. 

Warren replied: “To give you 
an example of how vicious ru- 
mors can be, there is one that says 
the mobs are using the Crime 
Commission to drive the local 
boys out of business.” The Gov- 
ernor was careful to point out 
that he didn’t believe the rumor. 

Referring to William H. John- 
ston, Capone syndicate associate, 
Daniel Sullivan. said: “Your right 
hand man has bad connections.”

Honorary degrees were 
awarded four — educators 
at a convocation ceremony open- 
ing a day-long celebration com- 
memorating the 100th anniver- 
sary of the birth of Robert S. 
Brookings, benefactor of Wash- 
ington University, and the fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of 
the university’s School of Medi- 
cine. The convocation was in 
Graham Memorial Chapel on the 
university campus this morning. 


The actual date of Brookings’s 
birth was Jan. 22, 1850, but the 
commemorative service was de- 
ferred until today in order that 
it might be held in conjunction 
with the medical school program. 
Brookings, who died Nov. 15, 
1932, purchased the site of the 
university’s campus and insti- 
tuted development of the univer- 
sity’s present medical center. 
Presentation of the honorary 
degrees—three of them doctor of 
science and the fourth, doctor of 
laws—was made by Chancellor 
Arthur Holly Compton. 

Recipients of the awards were: 
Dr. Ernest W. Goodpasture, pro- 
fessor of pathology and dean of 
Vanderbilt University School of 
Medicine; Dr. Charles B. Huggins, 
professor of surgery, Chicago Uni- 
versity School of Medicine; Dr. 
Edwards A. Park, professor emer- 
itus of pediatrics, John Hopkins 
University School of Medicine, 
and Abraham Flexner, former di- 
rector of the general education 
board of Rockefeller Foundation. 
Flexner received the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws. 


Citation for Dr. Goodpasture. 


Dr. Goodpasture was cited as 
an “investigator, teacher, admin- 
istrator and citizen of the world” 
by Dean Robert A. Moore of 
ashington University School of 
edicine, who presented him. 
The citation honoring Dr. Park 
was read by Dr. Alexis F. Hart- 
mann, professor of pediatrics at 
Washington University. 


Flexner was presented for his 
honorary degree by Dr. Philip 
Shaffer, former dean of Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine, 
who described him as “a crusader 
in education.” 

“As an investigator for the Car- 
negie Foundation for the Advance- 
ment of Teaching he toured med- 
ical schools of America and then 
of Europe and wrote devastating 
reports which led to a revolution 
of medical education and medical 
research in this country,” Flex- 
ner’s citation read. 

“Called to the general education 
board of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, his knowledeg of the facts 
and his persuasive arguments led 
Mr. Rockefeller to give about 
$50,000,000 to prime the pump for 
a reorganization of medical 
schools, a sum Mr. Flexner was 
largely responsible for distrib- 
uting where it would do the most 
good. The wisdom of his selec- 
tions is indicated by the magni- 


lic Health, Service, speaking at 
the cornerstone laying of the new 
$900,000 cancer research building 
at.

Three of the recipients of hon- 
orary degrees—Drs. Goodpasture 
— and Park —were guest 
speakers at 3 program this after- 
noon in the auditorium of the 
School of Medicine, Scott and 
Euclid avenues. 

Dr. Goodpasture, speaking on 
“Some Aspects of Twentieth Cen- 
tury Research on Infectious Dis- 
eases,” said that this century, thus 
far, “has been notably character- 
ized by the fruitful development 
of applicable knowledge implicit 
in the major discoveries and in- 
terpretations of a more funda- 
mental nature. 


“The important question con- 
fronts the support of science to- 
day as to whether the brilliance 
and impressiveness of develop- 
mental efforts haxe not so over- 
shadowed the less spectacular 
pursuit of basic understanding, 
particularly of biological phe- 
nomena, that adequate emphasis 
upon and provision for the latter 
has become seriously lacking.” 


Pointing out that the pursuit 
of knowledge to enrich under- 
standing cannot be measured in 
time because it has no end, he 
said it would seem most unfortun- 
ate that it should ‘ever become 
“completely dependent upon, or 
inextricably involved with the 
temporary ‘grant - in-aid’ pro-

That stage was reached pain- 
stakingly, and in a mild winter.

So 
the British voters may well decide against a 
change of management where there is to be 
né very great change of policy. Yet Labor is 
expected to lose votes—more than those which 
the party itself sacrificed by re-districting. This, 
too, ought to be understandable in the nation 
which was so eager to get rid of OPA. England 
has continued rationing and regulation through 
the post-war years. This may have meant a more 
fair distribution of goods—and at relatively low 
prices—but it has also meant a lot of irritation. 

The fate of the Liberal candidates will be 
another factor. The once potent party of Glad- 
stone and Disraeli is making what may be its 
last bid for major influence in British politics. 
How many independent voters will it win? Will 
it get most of its support from those who in 
1945 voted Tory? Or will it reduce the Labor 
majority to the point of being too slim to 
support an effective Government? If so, another 
election or a coalition could be expected in the 
near future. a 

Laborite speakers meanwhile may accuse the 
Tories of wanting to turn back the clock to the 
day of Hanoverians. Tories may in flights of 
oratory accuse the Laborites of schemes to paint 
Britain redder than Russia.

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The Mopac Turns to Radio 

Included in the Missouri Pacific’s $5,399,000 
improvement program is $164,000 for train 
radio. This is a small but important item of the 
total bill, because radio is largely neglected as 
an aid to railroad safety. In this region, the Katy 
is the only other line to make much use of radio 
for any purposes. 

Actually, safety is not the principal reason for 
the Mopac’s action. It is installing the radio 
equipment on 53 freight trains, largely for cab- 
to-caboose communication in switching work. 
This will help opefating efficiency more than 
safety. Still, some accidents have developed 
from stowness in getting freights onto sidings. 
Here, the cab-tb-caboose system can help. 

Passenger trains, however, should have first 
call on train radio, and it should be inter-train 
radio. The use of radiophone between trains 
could have helped prevept many accidents, One 
was the Otterville collision on New Year's day, 
1948, when one Mopac train ran into the rear 
of another and 14 persons were killed. 

Most railroads have opposed efforts to make 
them adopt train radio on grounds that it is too 
“experimental.” Though neither the Mopac nor 
the Katy are making anywhere near full use of 
radio for safety reasons, they have gone far

Within this two-year frame, the 
agreements could hardly have 
been other than they are. Red 
China was certain to make a mili- 
tary alliance with her powerful 
neighbor not only because the 
U.S.S.R. is Communist, but also 
because there was no alternative 
open to Red China. The American

The alliance would undoubtedly 
have been signed anyway. But 
whether it is to be implemented 
seriously by China will almost cer- 
tainly depend on whether in the 
coming years the tension between 
China and the rest of the world is 
augmented or relaxed. 


Russia’s Limited Capacity. 


The fact that the Russians 
have promised to leave Port Ar- 
thur and Dairen by 1952 sug- 
gests that they believe tension 
will become relaxed in the Far 
East. In their calculation that 
could mean only that they have 
reasonable confidence that Ameri- 
can military power in the Far 
East will recede from the main- 
anld of Asia. 

The Soviet promise to withdraw 
from Manchuria does not take ef- 
fect until 1952. But the military 
alliance is in effect at once and 
so too, it seems, is the agreement 
to provide economic aid at the 
rate of $60,000,000 a year for five 
years. 


This is a small amount, meas- 
ured not only by American aid 
to the Nationalists but also by 
Soviet aid to a European satellite 
like Poland. The figure probably 
reflects both the limited capacity 
of Russia to export capital and 
the limited capacity of China’s 
primitive economy to absorb capi- 
tal during the first phase of re- 
covery and reconstruction from 
the prolonged international and 
civil wars.

For however much the 
Russians and the Chinese may 
disagree about their spheres of 
influence inside Asia, they were 
not likely to give Mr. Acheson the 
satisfaction of quarreling now. 


Anyone who expected or hoped 
that Stalin would treat Mao as, 
let us say, Hitler used to treat 
Benes or Schuschnigg, is underes- 
timating Stalin’s common sense, 
and anyone who interprets the 
cordial atmosphere in which the 
negotiations ended in Moscow as 
méaning that the deep issues have 
all been resolved is like the ama- 
teur gardener who digs up the 
seeds he planted to see whether 
they have sprouted. 


The Chiang Republicans. 


They are not likely to sprout as 
long as Red China is isolated and 
menaced by the threat of direct 
or indirect intervention. Mao must 
necessarily be concerned primar- 
ily with the security and with the 
consolidation of his new regime. 
The outlying provinces, apart 
from Manchuria which is of vital 
importance to Chinese reconstruc- 
tion, cannot be his main concern 
as long as he feels himself sur- 
rounded by hostile powers. He is 
bound to repeat the history of 
the Soviet revolution 30 years ago . 
when, surrounded and threatened, 
it abandoned temporarily the out- 
lying interests and ambitions of 
the old Russian Empire in the 
Far East and in the Middle East. 


Nothing, therefore, is so favor- 
able to Chinese appeasement of 
Soviet imperialism as the policy 
— forced upon Mr. Acheson 
against his better judgment by 
the Chiang Republicans in Con- 
gress — of isolating, ostracizing, 
embargoing and threatening 
Mao’s regime. For while all that 
will not overthrow Mao, it will 
lock him up in the iron grasp of 
his only ally.

This 
compared with $229,164.784 in 
1948. The system continues to 
seek higher rates. 

However, Leroy A. Wilson, pres- 
ident of the parent American Tel- 
ephone & Telegraph Co., said Bell 
system earnings on capital de- 
clined from 5.1 per cent in 1948 
to 49 in 1949. He asserted fur- 
ther telephone rate increases were 
needed. 

Wilson said the Bell system had 
spent more than a billion dollars 
in adding 2,000,000 more tele- 
phones during the year. This 
brought its total expenditure. for 
new construction since the war to 
$4,525,000,000 and the number of 
Bell telephones in use to 33,388. 
000—a postwar gaimof ‘11,500,000.

The system obtained $622)000,- 
000 in new capital during 1949 to 
bring the postwar total to $3,373,- 
000,000. The parent A. T. & T.’s 
average number of shares of

& T. stockholders as the year end- 
ed and the number since has-in- 
creased to 940,000.

Force your weight through the 
center of your foot from heel to 
toe. Do not permit the inner bor- 
der of your foot to lean toward 
the ground. If you still have 
trouble after some practice, ex- 
aggerate the motion by actually 
placing your weight on the out- 
side edge of your foot for awhile 
Do it slowly; see an arch de- 
velop and feel how springy it is!
